$50,000 In Repairs 
Slated For Runways 


At Grayling Airport 


The Grayling Airport will receive $50,000 
to replace deteriorated concrete slabs on 
runways. 

The Michigan Aeronautics Commissions 
has allocated $25,000 toward the repair 
project and the Department of Military Af- 
fairs will match the $25,000 and supply all 
the labor. 

The $50,000 will buy concrete to replace 
about 3,000 cubic yards of runway. 

Major Joe Meredith, at the Grayling Ar- 
my Airfield, said it’s possible the project 
could start as early as six weeks. He said an 
Air Force engineering team from Oscoda 
will be looking at the runways Thursday. 

The Grayling airport serves both civilians 
and the military. David Frederick, mana- 
ger of the Grayling McNamara Airport, said 
the project is an excellent, positive sign of 
co-operation between the military and com- 
munity. 


Frederick said the $50,000 project will not 
solve the entire problem of concrete 
deterioration on the runways, however. 

“There are about 300 sections that are 
badly shot right now and need to be taken 


up. Each section costs about $500 to replace’ 


so that’s about $150,000 worth of work,” he 
said. ‘‘And in a year or two, more sections 
are going to reach the point where they have 
to be replaced.” 

“This $50,000 is just the first step but it 
gives us great reason for hope. It looks like 
we might have a funding formula that 
makes everyone happy.” 

The Department of Military Affairs will 
supply the labor for the project by having 
military engineering teams work on the 
project for real-life training exercises. 

During the repair work, one of the air- 
port’s two main runways will always 
remain open. 


Building Moved 3rd Time, 
Will Become Fall of Fame 


Monday must be moving day for the 
Crawford County Historical Society. 

For the second time in two weeks, a heavy 
object weighing more than 12 tons was 
moved to the Historical Society’s museum 
site. 

On May 12, a 40,000-pound caboose was 
moved to the east side of the railroad depot 
by the Michigan National Guard. On May 19, 
a 24,000-pound building was moved to the 
north side of the railroad depot by a crew 
from Jack Millikin, Inc. 

It was the third time the building has been 
moved. It first served as a schoolhouse in 
the township and then was moved next to the 
present middle school where it was used as 


_ the Grayling Township Hall. It next was 


moved to the city park where it served as 
the county historical museum. 

This was the second time the Jack Millikin 
crew moved the building. They moved it to 
the city park site from the middle school 
location. 

The move from the city park to the rail- 
road depot turned out to be more difficult. 

The building was moved on a route along 
the railroad tracks to avoid moving a lot of 
overhead wires and running into other prob- 
lems on a route taken the other way through 
town. 

But soft sands and the railroad tracks 
made the going tough from the city park all 
the way to Michigan Avenue. The four-man 
crew of Jack Millikin, Bill Millikin, Rick 
Millikin, and Marv Forbes had to plank the 
entire way from the park to Michigan 
Avenue for one set of wheels on the flat-bed 
truck used to carry the building. 


They started the job Monday morning and 
by early afternoon they had overcome the 
obstacles and had the building parked next 
to the museum site. 

“They did a fine job of moving the old 
building,’ said Robert Ruddy, director of 
the museum. 

Once footings are poured and the building 
is placed on the foundation, it will be used 
for the International Canoe Racers Hall of 
Fame.

Effective July 1, 1986, fines 
and restitution will increase 
for those persons convicted 
of violating the Michigan 
Sport Fishing Law (Act 165, 
P.A. 1929). 

On that date, the 
maximum fine will increase 
from $250.00 to $500.00 for 
most violations. Anyone con- 
victed of using certain sub- 
stances or methods (explo- 
sives, poison, etc.) or of buy- 
ing or selling game fish will 
face a fine of from $290.00 to 
$1,000.00. A repeat offender 
will face a maximum fine of 
$1,000.00. Court costs will be 
assessed in addition to any 
fine. 

Restitution or liquidated 
damages will double for 
game fish. $10.00 per pound, 
or $10.00 per fish under one 
pound, will be charged for 
fish taken. during closed 
season, for over limits, for 
buying or selling fish or for 
fish taken with an unlawful 
device. Restitution on non- 
game species was increased 
to $5.00 per pound or fraction 
of a pound for each fish 
taken or possessed. 

A maximum of 90 days in 
the county jail may also be 
meted out by the court.

Doodies From 
The Tall Timber

It won’t be all that long 
before we will start to see 
butterflies. One of the most 
common is the Monarch. It 
has been discovered that a 
banded Monarch traveled 
forty-three miles in one day 
and another traveled 1.870 
miles in 129 days, which 
averages out to a little less 
than 15 miles per day. That 
flight started in Ontario on 
september 18, 1957 and en- 
ded in Central Mexico on 
January 25, 1958, 

Monarchs are the only but- 
terflies that migrate and 
some of those from Michigan 
may migrate all the way to 
California, but it is known 
that most spend the winter in 
Mexico. Monarchs have 
colonized England, Hawaii, 
New Zealand and Australia. 
At one time they were even 
found in Japan, but have 
since disappeared there. 

Most Monarch butterflies 
are poisonous to birds since 
they feed upon milkweeds, 
but there the story gets in- 
teresting. The milkweeds of 
the northern range do not 
contain the poisons common 
to those found in the south- 
ern states. Most of the band- 
ing of Monarchs used to be 
done in the north. The hands 


which are used are pea-sized 


labels that stick to one wing. 
The labels do not hinder 
flight, but in Florida the 
birds were seen eating only 
these Monarchs with the 
labels on their wings. The 
birds had learned to recog- 
nize those particular Mon- 
archs as tasty northern mor- 
sels.

Drinking Decaf: 


Flow Safe is it? 


Gail Edwards 
Extension Home Economist 


Decaffeinated coffee has 
been on the market for 
several years now. But some 
people still worry about the 
possible health risks asso- 
ciated with the decaffeina- 
tion process. 

A common process in- 
volves the use of a chemicai 
called methylene chloride. 
This chemical, a popular in- 
dustrial solvent, is a chlori- 
nated hydrocarbon that is 
chemically related to other 
demonstrated cancer- 
producing agents. Some 
hairsprays contain methy- 
lene chloride which has 
caused cancer in animals 
when inhaled. 

_ According to Mark Ueber- 
sax, associate professor of 
food science and human 
nutrition at Michigan State 
University, the use of methy- 
lene chloride in the decaffe- 
ination process is safe. 
-Inhaling methylene 
chloride and using it in 
decaffeination are two dif- 
ferent things, Uebersax 
says. Inhalation of methy- 
lene is a direct exposure. In 
the decaffeination process, 
methylene chloride removes 
caffeir; hut doesn’t remain 
in the finished coffee 
product. The low methylene 
chloride residues left from 
the decaffeination process 
are virtually nsieniticant, 
Uebersax says. 

According to the Food Sid 
Drug Administration, the 
decaffeination process 
leaves residues below .1 part 
per million (ppm), far less 
than the permitted level of 10 
ppm. The FDA says such low 
residual levels have a risk of 
Jess than one cancer per 


million people over a 
lifetime of consumption, or 
virtually no risk to the public 
health. 

Uebersax says a com- 
pany’s first concern is the 
safety of its product. Though 
the methylene chloride 
decafieination process is 
essentially safe, many com- 
panies are putting con- 
sumers at east by using the 
water process to decaffe- 
inate coffee, even though it’s 
not any safer. A disadvan- 
tage of the water process is 
that it removes more of the 
flavor compounds in coffee 
than the methylene chloride 
process. 


The concept of food safety, 


as viewed by both scientists | 


and government regulators, 
includes a constant com- 
parison of tasks and 
benefits. One must weigh the 
risks against the benefits 


when considering whether to . 


consume or use something 
that may be harmful to 
health. It should be clear, 
however, that zero risk or 
absolute safety in any area, 
including food, is unattain- 
able. 


‘I’m convinced in food and 
diet-related areas that 
variety and moderation in 
food intake is most impor- 
tant,’’ Uebersax says, For 
people who are concerned 
about their health and are 
also confused and bombard- 
ed with a constant flow of 
new and updated infor- 
mation about food products 
and chemicals they come in- 
to contact with, variety and 
moderation are probably the 
best guidelines available.

In Long-Term Care 


Pictures in a long-term 
care setting can serve a 
number of purposes. They 
can assist in way-finding, as 
in “Your room is opposite 
the picture of the cat.’’ They 
can contribute to the 
aesthetics of the environ- 
ment and can be a focus for 
conversation and reminis- 
cense. To serve these func- 
tions for the mentally im- 
paired, however, the pic- 
tures must be unambiguous, 
easy to comprehend, realis- 
tic (as of a local landmark or 
a scene common to the area 
can evoke comments or pro- 
duce reminiscence; an im- 
pressionistic painting of the

Prior to 
this they used to wander off 
while waiting. A few of the

tinguish between that wash- 
room and others on the unit.
